These expenses are very 
slight Clothingi food and transpor- 
tatlon ara provldad by th« OoTem- 
ment. In addition, the private soldier 
receives ISO per month while he Is In 
the I'lilted States and $33 per month 
While ho is abroad.

Saving money is not only good In 
itself but is a sign that you are con- 
centratlnK your time and energy on 
your military duties; that you are 
ri>ally playing the game. 

The majority of the men who Join 
the National Army are old enough 
and have sutllcient good sense and 
self-conlxpl to cpnd.iv!| . themselves 
properly, botii on duty and off duty, 
without special advice or supervision. 
However, some sugResttons may 
prove helpful. 

I A man in uniform is always re- 
garded, whether lie wishes it or not; 
as a representative of the army to 
which he belongs. See to it that you 
conduct yourself in such a way to add 
your bit, not only to your own repu- 
tation, but to the reputation of the 
Army and of the country. 

MaUnv Vae of Spare Time 
The use that a man makes of bis 
time off duty is a good test of his 
character and of his capacity for 
growth.

Let your personality 
stand out. Broaden your Influence 
by every proper method. But use 
your personality and your Influence 
to help the men in your own squad 
and company carry on their work and 
prepare as (lulckly as possible for tb* 
big tiisk ahead of you. 

Save somo of your spare time for 
study. The manuals and drill regu- 
lations will grow more and more In- 
tereiting to yon aa you become more 
fkmlllar with your new duties. Mem- 
orize some of the imjjortant passages. 
Make yourself an authority on every- 
thing that pertains to company drill. 

These are simply rules that will 
help any man, whether In or out of 
the Army, to makt MnuNlIf liked and 
respected. They aro easy rules to 
observe Follow them, and yln will 
add greatly to your enjoyment of 
Army life and to yow ohanooB for 
promotion.

I wrote llie Secre- 
tary of the Jackson Highway Asso- 
clutlon asking a report of the road 
situation lu dale. Today I received 
the following reply: 
Mr. Carl Dodds, Secretary-Manager, 
Chamber of Commerce, 
Maysvllle, Ky. 
Dear Sir: 

A series of unexpected events iiave 
prevented the exploitation of the 
.lackHon Uighway through Ohio dur- 
ing the Inst year. On the (Irst of 
Alarch, .Mr, 1.. T. Ilaiiey assumed the 
duties of the Held secretary, and it 
was expected that after he had tamil- 
larlsed himself by a trip for person- 
al inspection and obaarvatlon of the 
Jackson Highway from Chicago to 
.New Orleans, and the Alabama-Jack- 
son Highway, that he would bo in a 
position to take up the extension of 
llie .lackaon Highway through Ohio. 

Since that time, as you well real- 
ize, iiiiporlant events have divorced 
public attention somewhat from high- 
way construction. Recently Mr. 
iianey having reoetved a more profit- 
able offer for employment of his ser- 
vices, has resigned from the Jackson- 
Highway Association and owing to 
the peculiar condition of the times, 
llie Hoard of Directors have thought 
it hesi not to employ a field Beoretary 
lit the present time, 

W'e are anxious to advance the in- 
terests of the Jackson Highway right 
utong, and if it is practicable for you 
to do some scouting on behalf of the 
.Jackson Highway through Ohio, we 
would greatly appreciate it. 

We would suggest that you would 
follow the proposed line of the .lack- 
son Highway through Ohio, and any 
informalion that you may secure, or 
any Interest that you can enlist, will 
1)1! not only greatly appreciated by us 
but will be a source of great encour- 
agement. 

Under seperate cover we are send- 
ing you a map of the Jackson and 
.\iabaina-Jackson Highways, which 
lire sell-explanatory of the situation 
111) '<> dale. There i."! a sentiment ex- 
isting in the minds of the Directors, to 
tile effe<:t that the .Mabaina-Jackson 
should be extended on to the coast. 
Some action will probably be taken 
on this matter in the coarse of a short 
time. 

We are not expecting any decided 
improvement or advancement of the 
Jnckson Highway during the coming 
year, not because the interest lias 
waned, but owing to a combination of 
peculiar circumstances in several of 
the slates through which it pass. 

For instance, In Indiana, the state 
highway commission is marking out 
tlieir market roads, and the section of 
tlo miles — with a possible 128 miles 
of tlu^ Jackson HIgliway has been, or 
will be included in that system. In 
Kentucky, several of the counties 
having spent a good deal of money on 
tlie Jackson Highway In the last two 
or three years, have felt It Imperative 
to build highways leading into the 
Jackson Highway this year. While in 
Tennessee, most of the state and fed- 
eral aid is to be spent on an east and 
west highway from Bristol to Alem- 
phis. this project having long been a 
prime favorite with the citizens of 
Tennessee territory. 

However, next year Ihe commission 
ailvises us thai the sections of the 
Jackson Highway will he given the 
first preference. 

From this synopsis you can realize 
that It us up to tbe Jackson. Highway 
Association to sit steady in the boat, 
being confident that it is only a ques- 
tion of time until the Jack.son High- 
way will be In high favor wilh all the 
stales through wliich it passes. We 
will he pleased to hear from you as to 
the po.ssihilily of your making a trip 
up through Ohio, and will gladly as- 
certain the prospects for the develop- 
ment of the Jackson Highway 
through Ohio.

men, or approximately JO per cent of 
the total number scheduled to be 
moved to Ihe various training camps. 

It is expected that a second move- 
ment of approximately 200,000 men 
will begin on September 19tb, continu- 
ing for four daya thereafter, and a 
third movement of the same else on i 
October ilrd. I

schedules that will assure the safe 
and prompt transportation of these 
armies without interferring with reg'« 
uiar traffic may be gleaned from the 
fact that to move merely one field 
army of 80,000 men requires 6,229 eara 
made up in 366 trains with as many 
locomotives and train crews.
